. .Confining herself to the United States 
ami Canada, she offered in bring for- 
v iril "fold facts" concerning the deve- 
lopment of the arts, pointed to the 

(Istchce of many art galleries and 
staled that a spirit of nationalism In 
t'annda and the United States reacted 
on art and was expressing Itself In an 
art typical of those countries. Quoting 
from history ami from the present day 
she showed that many buildings of 
beauty were erected by men of wealth. 

Going on to deal \vM\ the specific 
arts. Miss Harris discussed architec- 
ture and sculpture of the America of 
today. She held that neither Canada 
nor tin' United States were backward 
in these arts as showed by their hav- 
ing such buildings as Hie Parliament 
Buildings or the Sun IMc Assurance 
Company Offices. The Lincoln Statue 
she said was representative of Ameri- 
can sculpture. 

That wealth and art have flourished 
ami do grow at the same time she 
showed beyond a doubt, but on the 
actual effect of the former on art, whe- 
ther for the better or worse, she bare- 
ly touched. 

Miss Ross 

.Miss floss look up the cause of the 
affirmative by i-laimlng that the com- 
mercial spirit certainly made art fall 
Into the background.

"The Geologists View of the World". 
"Tin' earth is constantly wearing away 
and building up, and in 17,300,000 
year-- the North American continent 
will be reduced to the sea level, about 
w hich wo need not worn'." Dr. O'Neill 
graphically described the history of 
the world from the time when it form- 
ed a part of some spiral nebulae to the 
present age of man as tlie highest ani- 
mal. Ills address was most instructive 
and was Illustrated at the conclusion 
by numerous slides depicting the ani- 
mals which inhabited tlie earth at the 
various ages. These had boon recon- 
structed from the fossils and remains 
that had been found from time to 
time. 

After recalling what Professor Gill- 
son and Dr. Eve hiui said on the two 
previous Sundays, Dr. O'Neill continu- 
ed that In the spiral nebulae there are 
certain knots which were the nuclei! 
of the planets, ity tlie planctisim.il 
theory it was thought that these knots 
were In constant collision and the lar- 
ger ones acquired all the material in 
i heir sphere of Influence. The sphcra 
of influence of the earth was about

PREMIER SPEAKS OF 
"FINE UNIVERSITY' 

Taschereau Declares Govern- 
ment Willing to Aid 

The Quebec Government Is ready 
to do Its share toward providing Mont- 
real with a "great and lino university," 
which the city should have, the Hon. 
L. A. Taschereau. Premier of the pro- 
vince, declared Saturday al a luncheon 
tendered him by members of the St. 
Denis Club. Since the Premier an- 
nounced he was speaking not only to 
Montreal but also to French-Cana- 
dians of all Quebec and this continent 
his remarks were Interpreted as apply- 
ing to a French language university; 
some forecast Government aid in the 
creation of the new Université d« 
Montreal. 

"Gentlemen," said tho Premier, "we 
were born on this point of the con- 
tinent. We have lived here. Wo wish 
to grow, and for that reason It is, In 
my view, essential that in the groat 
metropolis of Canada, in the second 
French city of the world, you should 
have a university capable of meeting 
tiie demands upon it, of fulfilling the . 
mission we are called upon lo ful- 
fill on this continent."

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Abolish the Student's Council 

EXT Wednesday's meeting of the 



absurdities exisiting in universities 
both In Canada and the United States, 
but because too much of. anything at 
all creeps into the colleges of today. 

Making a liberal estimate, we think 
about twenty per cent of a country's 
youth may be classed as Intelligent, 
that is to say, worth sending to a 
university. The other eighty per cent 
should be kept in school. 

A great deal of good can be done to 
a person who undergoes a college 
training — so, also, can an equally 
great deal of harm come to one not 
fitted for a university career. It's a 
silly thing to boast about the Infinite 
number attending the universities of 
a country, no matter what that coun- 
try is. 

We wonder how the 700,000 American 
college students would compare with 
the 100,000 English university scholars 
a few years after graduation. 
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voom of the Union should be one of 
the llvllest seen for some time. Frank 
Scott, of Fortnightly Review fame 
will Introduce the motion to abolish 
the Student's Council. Scott's views 
on the usefulness, or uselessness, of 
the Student's Council arc well known 
to everybody, for he has not scrupled 
to criticize that body In the columns 
of his Journal whenever their actions 
overstepped the authority which he 
believed they possessed. Scott's clear 
Incisive speech nad his faculty for get- 
ting at the essentials of the case has 
been amply demonstrated in some of 
the more recent editorials In the Fort- 
nightly. 

, The executive of the Lit. Is also to 
be complimented on their choice of a 
champion for the Council. Bobbie 
Oammcll has been one of the most 
ardent supporters of the Council in 
all Its actions and has obtained a 
thorough knowledge of all Its problems 
in the year he served as Art's repre- 
sentative. 

A probable candidate for the presi- 
dency of the Student's Council at this 
spring's election has also expressed 
his Intention of speaking <m the mo- 
tion. He has devoted considerable 
time to a study of ways and means 
of Improving the organization of the 
Council and will probably suggest sonic 
of these next Wednesday. A number 
of other students, many of them pro- 
minent in student affairs, who have 
been discontented with the condition 
of student politics, have also express- 
ed their Intention of felling the world 
how things bhould be run at McGlll. 

AVhlle the action of the Parliament 
In bringing up a matter for discussion 
,f as vital Interest to all students as 
•he Students' Council Is to be approv- 
• • -d, a more happy phase of tho qucs- 
lon might have been chosen than the 
total abolition of that body. Jt would 
.lave been much more to the point 
to have the motion to re-organlze the 
Council Instead of to abolish it. Its 
detractors to the contrary, it serve» a 
useful purpose. More representation 
should certainly be given to the various 
organizations which come under its 
control. Certainly two such Important 
organizations as the Annual and the 
Rod and White Revue should have 
some representation, for as It Is now, 
we have men who know lltUe or no- 
thing about either the P.cvue or the 
Annual passing their budgets, setting 
their prices, and even appointing their 
officers. 

When It comes right down to it, Just 
how representative of their faculties 
' are the members of the Council? Just 
how far need they be representative of 
their faculties? Expérience seems to 
show that very few matters come be- 
fore It on which It Is necessary to get 
the opinion of each faculty, or on 
which there Js a difference of opinion 
between faculties. JJut these tire all 
mere speculations. It should be in- 
f tcrestlng to hear some of the schemes 
for improvement put forward Wednes- 
day. 
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U.S. SUtiiticts and Students 

0, UR American cousins have an In- 
' lièrent love for compiling statis- 
tics on subjects and things of every 
typo and description; it seems to be a 
favorite pastime of theirs to make sur- 
veys, unnual, semi-annual, and even 
for shorter periods, of anything that 
one could possibly survey. One St the 
larger U. S. Journals has been In the 
habit of late to review conditions in 
American colleges, carefully collecting 
facts and figures of all sorts, and 
drawing its own conclusions therefrom. 
. fjjSOi it appears that somewhere in the 
vicinity of 750,000 of the youth of tho 
great republic arc attending universi- 
ties In that land. While about sixty 
In 10,000 of the population of America 
uro undergoing college training, only 
thirteen in 10,000 of the population ot 
France, and only fifteen of the popula- 
tion of the British Isles are found in 
the universities of those countries. 

These revelations are received with 
great rejoicing by the paper that has 
Investigated college affairs; to them 
it is apparently a sign of great, un- 
bounded progress in the sphere of 
higher learning, and the development 
of their country as a result. But, lo 
- us, ' such facts could prove nothing 
. short o£, alarming. * 

College students of the present are 
in the majority, anything but stu- 
dents in the continental sense of the 
term. They enter a university with 
narrow Ideas and wrong motives, If 
any; they make thoir exit with the 
same ideas and motives; why? Not 
because the fault lies wholly In the

Sex and Youth 

THE REVOLT OF MODERN YOUTH, 
by Judge Ben Lindsay and Wain- 
wright Evans. 

It is a healthy and significant sign 
when one can pick up for review from 
week to week books of the calibre of 
This relieving World, The Doctor 
Looks at Love and 'Life, The Christ- 
ian and War, or Tha Story of Philo- 
sophy One might almost bo led lo 
suppose that freedom of speech and 
tolerance of action were becoming a 
characteristic of tho age wcro t not 
for the fact that the contents of these 
books gave abundant and saihitary 
proof of the contrary. 

This week, in considering " The Re- 
volt of Modern Youth" by Judge Hen 
LlndsoV, tho magnitude of the fetters 
w tli which society deliberately re- 
tards progress becomo oven more 
startling. Judge Dlndsey, through his 
long experience in the Juvenile and 
family court of Denver, draws a pic- 
ture of a cross-section of modern life 
as it actually Is. Many will aver that 
his frankness proceeds from an ab- 
sence of tact or l'haï his pVunib'ng the 
depths >vf human relations can result 
ly In intensifying a deplorable- 
condition that should never be d's- 
cussed save In furl ve whispers. 
'• i ue Ravolt of Modern Youth" pre- 
sages the coming of the Inevitable -n 
announcing a few tru isms as old 
as the world itself. "Sex is simply d 
b ogological fact", says LilndBey, "Like 
tho nppetlto for food It Is neither 
legal nor Illegal, moral nor immoral 
Admitting Ui's, as a.111 educated p«o- 
plo must, it seems strange t'hat they 
should treat sex a the rafJher shabby 
product of depraved imagination». 
For from such an Idea, It Is the de- 
termining factor In every life. And 
yet of all subjects. It receives leajt 
conMdratkm by parents, teachers and 
professors. 

Judge Lilndscy traces the vaat 
amount of unhapplnens and vice 
abroad in the world today to the sup 
pression and suspicion of sexual 
knowledge. But he makcR clear th 
Possession of such should go hand in 
hand with a wldor culture enabling 
'he individual to exercise wisdom in 
control. What this nat'on desperately 
neodM today is a mental and spiritual 
vision properly focused'., he says 
"That is to say we need a culture cup 
able of producing »uch a cul'.ure. 

The Impossibility of régula tlr.g by 
law tho dictates <>f nature is shown 
over and over again in tho '.nmimer 
able concrete caacs which thn Judge 
cites and which make the l.o >k so 
fasc'nntlng a record. But he Is no 
sponsor of free love or unbridled 
licence; lie sees tho danser in ab 
solute freedom and observes: "I am 
merely Insisting that In tho long run 
freedom will be a Jess perilous thing 
to tho raco than tho excess of law and 
custom by which wo now mnke our 
selves morally weak, flabby and soft. 
"Referring to tho aversion with tho 
older generation approacli sex mat- 
ters tlie Judge warna tbut their In 
tolerance will create an added and 
needless danger In a situation that lu 
already dangerous enough" 

Perhaps tihe principal reaction that 
a reader of "The Revolt of Modern 
Youth" Is aware of is that of a pro- 
found sense of Borrow and regret that 
civil 'zatlon -with all Its advances In 
comfort and safety has only succeed- 
ed In changing marriage and the con- 
sumatlon of love from a natural and 
blologcal problem to an aJmosl pure 
ly economic one. The happiness tnal 
is properly the heritage of youth must 
be postponed by punch-clocks/ hour- 
rates and wuge scales to the threshold 
of middle age, and tho gap between 
the years of chi'dren and parents ex 
tended to the point where neither can 
Justly appreciate tho outlook of the 
other.

What 
Is most untrue however Is that these 
obligations are to be Imposed by the 
British government. The Canad an 
government acting in accord with 
Canadian public opinion, alone can 
Impose them. So in the China affair 
British opinion as to Its serious- 
ness and as to its remedy is not of 
necessity Canadian opinion. The d!s- 
patch of British ships and troops does 
not force the dispatch of Canadian 
"Ships" and troops. Rather is It that 
and to decide as u>. the means for car- 
adlan government— has a right to 
exercise nil Independent judgment 
and to decide as Do the meas.for Car- 
rying it out. The caso is rather one of 
the emphasis of Canada's true posi- 
tion than of cowardice in the maln- 
tenace of it.

EARTH IS A THOUSAND 
MILLION VEftRS

G60,000 miles. There won beat caused 
*y the collision and the spheres be- 
came molten again, at which time there 
was differentiation by gravitation and 
the heavier substances went to the 
contre of the earth. It is known that 
tho centre of the earth has a specific 
gravity and It Is thought that It Is 
cotniKised of nicltel-lron, which lias a 
covering of basic roe.k. upon which are 
the acid roukn of the earth's surface. 

The earth Is gradually shrinking and 
there was a time when the diameter 
of the earth was greater by 500 mll<>5. 
When tho earth was l-20lh of its pro- 
sent mas? there was no atmosphere, 
but when It was hut l-10th of the 
mass it acquired the power to attract 
gases to Itself. It w as a question where 
the gases came from. Perhaps under 
the pla.netlnlin.-il theory the spheres 
which were absorbed when liented gave 
• off gases, or the earth Itself under 
heat gave off the gas. It has been 
found that when granite Is heated to 
1000 degree* It gives off 100 limes Its 
own volume In giif. principally water 
vapour «nd ctrbon-dloxlde. The ga-v-s 
wcro retained in tin- order of the In- 
verse ratio of their molecular velocity. 
Water vapour won fourth on the "1st 
but there was .111 abundant Mipply 
when the earth was able to retain It. 

In the early days, he continued, there 
wtiM no rain upon lite earth because 
of the heal of the surface When it 
Wttti able to Tall on tin- surface ll be- 
gan to find Its lowest level and ga- 
thered In the big basins.

An- 
nually it carries along Hi, million tons 
of course mutter on tho river lied, 100 
million tons of fine matorlu.l in sus- 
pension and 12 million tons of sails in 
solution. If all tills matter were placed 
tip one hi|iiare mile It would reach ii8f> 
•cet high. At tills rate is would taie 
17,200,000 years to réduire the North 
American continent to sea level a«- 
tunting that It had average height of 
T.'OO foct. 

Read the Earth as Book 
The material so carried along will 
be deposited on deltas or carried out 
to sea where as the speed of the water 
slackt-nis it Is dropped in the form of 
mud to the bed of the ocean. The 
salts in solution are generally lime and 
salt. The latter gives the saline flavor 
to the water while the lime is used by 
the little animals to form their shells, 
These animals die by the thousands 
and as they fall they form day in day 
put layer upon layer of sediment which 
booomes part of the bed of Ihe ocean. 
As the changes in the earth's surface 
occur some lawis are elevated and 
some are submerged. The Alps and the 
lllmalayes are of quite recont origin 
due to tills action, and there can be 
seon the evidences of the Ixuig of 
those mountains having t been formed 
by sedimentary methods. Thure aie 03 
miles of sedimentary rocks and they 
afford a book that can be rsa.il chap- 
ter by chapter. In this book can be seen 
climate change, earthquakes, swamps 
on the continents with vegetable mat- 
ter In profusion. In these layers are 
the imprints of rain,' ripple marks of 
the tides and current masks of the sea. 
As the mountains changed so the ani 
mal life and vegetation cbangod as 
well. 

The age of the earth is probably 
1000 million years, which has been 
worked out by the radio-actlvo ele- 
ments. The firsl half of this period 
was given entirely to life of a uni 
celluar type. Uut there came an up- 
heaval In the .land which caused 
the rivers to flow far more swiftly 
This, swepl the protozoa put ot sea 
where they were exterminated, but 
those animals which could cling to the 
riverbed or make progress against the 
rush of water survided. This neces- 
sitated the formation of a backbone or 
some skeleton which gave strength to 



ed with tho fear ot a shortage of oxy- 
gon and so there was developed an air 
bladder or lungs. Later they were 
forced to emerge upon land to ohtaln 
air and tho animals become amphi- 
bians. It, happened then that they 
could not return to the water and so 
they became reptiles, from which 
sprang the dlnasaurs. Similarly from 
this stock came the birds and animals 
with warm blood. There happened a 
very dry period on the land and Ihe 
access to the water holes was limited 
to the animals that could reach the 
holes first, and the method of loco- 
motion became faster. This Induced 
metabolism and ensuing from that 
Ihcre was tho heated blood. At this 
period there was lee upon the earth 
and the cold blooded animals were 
forced to hibernale after the short 
summers. Hoon their hibernât ion be- 
came a thing from which they did not 
ever emerge, and there was then a pre- 
mium on the wurmblooded ones. Prob- 
ably by the same drought the dino- 
saurs were exterminated for they dis- 
appeared completely from the face of 
the earth. A similar Incident has hap- 
pened on an island in the moulll of the 
Amazon. Here there was a drought 
and the crocodiles, forced out of the 
swumi's, tried to find the water but 
they were all found dead in thousands:. 
This no doubt accounts for the huge 
piles of bones of ihe dinosaurs which 
have been found. The new mammals 
expanded and were found in a mull!- 
ipilcliy of forms, evolving from which 
came the multi-toed animals and the

This upsets the Balance 
of Power. Territorial aggression |s 
tho military base to check this Rus- 
sia is eliminated about Port Arthur.

"Now I shall speak about Conccs- 
s.'ons. There are several kinds. One 
s called Perpetual Lease. Then there 
is the territory' which is given over 
for trade and commerce but control- 
led 'by foreign citizens. Then there Is 
some territory given over to Europe- 
ans but controlled by Chinese author- 
ities. 

Then there is Kxtra-Torritorial. It 
was firsl designed to settle various 
differences. The Chinese laws are dif- 
ferent from the Kuropean. When- 
ever a man commits a cr'inc, he is 
judged by a judge of his own nation- 
ality or even by a consul of his coun- 
ry. Extra-Territorial brings d'fflcu- 
Itles. It doesn't exactly work to the 
benefit of foreign nations. Thus any 
protection to a fore gnor |s consider- 
ed a favor. That Is why gunboats are 
now up the Vangtsc River to guard 
properties. If m Chinese criminal es- 
capes and goes to -i Concessional ter- 
ritory lie cannot lie pursued. 

"The May 30th affair started with a 
strike in a Japanese cotton mill. Stu- 
dents gave demonstration. An Eng- 
lish inspector gave the order to fire 
upon them. This bud feeling toward 
Great Britain was caused, and It was 
only centred upon it. 

"Demands were at that time to have 
a Shanghai Municipal Council to these 
affairs. People say that the Chinese 
arc peaceful. Whenever Chinese 1er 
rltory is talon away, there Is a feel 
inging ol resentment among the in 
Icllcclunls, Chinese civilization is 
based on peace.

Now It seems more or 
less stable. During the World War 
China was much In achaos as now. 

'About the protection of citV.ons 
Somo people point to the rioting -u 
Hankow. In any Chinese war. all the 
wur lords jjivc warning to all the 
foreigners. The real danger lies in the 
mobs. What is the feeling that In 
duces the lilpbsVTIle longer Extra 
Territnr'al remains, the more this 
anti-friendly feeling remains. in 
Canada in 1907 there was some riot 
ing against the Chinese and .laponeso 
in Vancouver . As -a result indemni- 
ties had to be paid to China and 
Japan. It was a very complicated af 
fair.

'China is not so very far advanced 
to have Extra-Territorials. In 1905 all 
cruel forms of punishment were abo 
Provision of Law, Hie Press Law, the 
llshed. There was the Hiirch.ii for the 
Nationality Law, and the Transporta- 
tion Law. In 1!)11 the Criminal Code 
was completed. In 1912 they made the 
Revision of the Criminal Code. In 
1814 It was translated Into French 
and English The fact that many stu- 
dents are abroad studying the econo 
m les procedures will return and make 
China on a f'rmer basis. 

'People say that judges will have 
ti sort of bias for their own nation 
illty. I shall read an extract from a 
Chinese hook about the justice of 
Americans. A man was accused of 
killing a Chinese.

A 
Priest, who was standing nearby re 
celved one of the bullets and died as 
a result the man who was an Amerl 
can was acquitted because of not In 
tending to hit the priest. The court 
acted ignorantly in this mutter be 
cause he was an American. 

"Another ' thing 1 wish to speak 
ihout is Hankow. Two soldiers wore 
arrested for trying to, reach Hankow 
concessions. They were Ca ntonese. 
An argument followed. At last a pro 
posai was made to erect a sort of de 
tour. They then allowed the Cantonese 
to enter. Hankow is a Perpetual 
Louse. Not one foreigner was killed 'n
